Some of 
them were political, other illustrated 
Polish folk art. Later, during the 1950s 
and 1960s, artists concentrated more 
on cultural events. They produced 
abstract posters for films, operas, 
theatre plays, circus shows and 
exhibitions. World dassics included 
posters of great jazzmen, such as Louis 
Armstrong, created by Waldemar 
Świerzy. In the 1970s, artists began to 
experiment with photographic tech- 
niques and pop art. Their works can be 
admired in the Wilanów Museum.

One of the most Important events on the Polish music 
calendar is the Sopot International Song Festlval. It 
takes place every year around the end of August and 
beginning of September. It started in 1961 in the 
Gdańsk shipyard hall. Three years later it moved to 
the beautiful Forest Opera, an amphitheatre 
surrounded by hills and old trees, and became well 
known for Its great entertainment. In the 1960s and 
705, the festival was a typical song contest with artists 
from Poland and other countries. Each performer 
presented different types of songs and pop music, and 
the festival was broadcast on TV to a multi-milion 
audience. Today, 4,500 music fans come together to 
enjoy this event and to see thelr favourite stars such as 
Norah Jones, Katie Melua and the Scorplons perform 
live. The festival Is also a chance for visitors to Poland to 
hear Polish lyrics and music. and to experience the 
electric atmosphere of Sopot.
